SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The magazine entitled Backdoor Lovers 24 is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The magazine is classified as an objectionable publication as it contains explicit 
images of sexual activity which to a significant extent and high degree degrade, 
dehumanise and demean the women depicted. 

The magazine is a glossy publication that contains a large proportion of coloured and 
explicit photographic images of male to female sexual activity. The magazine is 
intended to be read by a male audience, and such a readership is catered for by 
providing a strong focus on the women in the magazine. The magazine provides a 
focus on full-body images of women engaged in the sexual activity which consists 
mainly of fellatio and anal intercourse. However the magazine simultaneously 
provides a series of close-up images of women splaying their labia. Such images 
have a strong impact on the reader. The photographic images are occasionally 
accompanied by sexually explicit text which ostensibly describes the women's attitude 
to the sexual activity. The photographic images and text have the combined effect of 
degrading, dehumanising and demeaning women to a high degree by presenting them 
as sexually uninhibited and in a manner that describes the women as sexually 
insatiable. 

The New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 has been considered in classifying the 
magazine. The Classification Office is of the opinion that the classification of the 
magazine is a justifiable limit on the freedom of expression that is prescribed by law 
given the manner in which women's sexuality is presented. 
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
